Wben it is coasMered that 
this Department has been in operation 
only a year, it indicates a very rapid 
growth. 

There are two phases to the work 
of University extpnKion as conducted 
at the Unlvprsity. One consists of 
correspondence courses in university 
and high school subjects conducted 
purely by correspondence methods. 
The other phase consists of exten- 
sion class instruction carried on out- 
side the campus at points over the 
state where there is demand. Such 
extension classes are now being con- 
ducted at Covington, Paris. Versailles, 
Frankfort and at Lexington. During 
the second semester, a class will be 
conducted at Danville by Doctor 
TIgert, head of the Department of 
Psychology. Regular university courses 
are conducted at tliese places. 

Of the courses in aalversity sub- 
jects given by correspoadence,- courses 
la Education and English seem to be 
the most popular, large numbers of 
students having enrolled in these 
courses. 

Another phase of the subject in- 
volves the placing of disahled soldiers 
In correspondence courses. The Fed- 
eral Board for Vocational Bttnca- 
tion is placiAg a large number 
of men who oaiMiot be srat for 
rosldeQce work, or who do not care 
lo leave tketr homes for various rea- 
sons In correspondeaoe cOttrsos. A 
number of mea bave been enrolled for 
ooorses In Mlniiig, Farm MaDagemoalt 
OBd AgrUmltara. , TIm FOdeial Board 
Is jast ^eginalng to take up this pkaoa 
of the worit aad Is alow mwralUng on 
nan who oamiot loavo their homea to 
owoll In saeh c o or sos.
